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Sixteenth  Annual  Report. 


On  the  17th  day  of  July,  1905,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
met  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3738  of  the 
Political  Code,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  railroads  and  for  the 
equalizings  of  assessments  in  compliance  with  the  law. 

The  Board  met  from  day  to  day  and  examined  the  returns  of 
the  assessors  of  the  various  counties  as  they  were  reported. 

August  loth,  1905,  present,  J.  K.  Toole,  Governor;  J.  H.  Rice, 
State  Treasurer;  H.  R.  Cunningham,  State  Auditor;  A.  J.  Galen, 
Attorney  General ;  A.  N.  Yoder,  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Board  at  this  time  proceeded  to  the  valuation  of  railroad 
property  in  the  state  for  the  purposes  of  taxation. 

After  a  full  and  thorough  discussion  of  the  subject  the  follow- 
ing valuations,  per  mile,  were  placed  upon  the  various  railroads 
with  their  branches  and  side  tracks  in  the  State  of  Montana: 

Big  Horn  Southern,  $5,000  per  mile  ;  Side  Tracks,  $500  per  mile. 

Butte,  Anaconda  &  Pacific,  $14,432  per  mile;  Side  Tracks, 
$1,443  per  mile.

August  T2th,  1905:  Meeting  called  to  order  at  lo  A.  M.  Full 
Board  present.  This  being  the  day  for  the  hearing  of  protests 
from  any  of  the  railroads  desiring  to  be  heard  the  Clerk  presented 
waivers  of  the  right  to  protest  from  all  the  railroads  in  the  State 
of  Montana. 

August  14th.  The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  lo  A. 
M.  Full  Board  present.  The  Clerk  presented  a  table  showing  the 
distribution  of  the  valuation  per  mile  placed  on  the  railroads  into: 
Franchise,  Roadway,  Roadbed,  Rails  and  Rolling  Stock.  This 
table  is  shown  in  this  report  as'Table  No.  3. 

Upon  motion  of  A.  N.  Yoder  the  table  was  adopted. 

August  15th.  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Full 
Board  present. 
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The  Board  having  heretofore  ascertained  and  fixed  the  length 
of  the  various  railways  within  the  state  and  also  fixed  the  valua- 
tion of  Franchise,  Roadway,  Roadbed,  Rails  and  Rolling  Stock 
in  their  proceedings  of  August  14th,  1905.  On  motion  of  A.  N. 
Yoder,  the  apportionment  of  mileage  and  valuation  to  the  various 
counties  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  was  made  as  folows :
